Stop me If you don't understand 
all I say, bul remember I am excit- 
ed. We don't have a chance to see 
many people." 

Meanwhile little Blanche looked 
on in silent wonder. She hasn't 
reached the Btage of the other three, 
and doesn't yet even known the 
language Of the blind. She lias 
mastered only the hand alphabet of 

those who can see. she has bean 
blind- before and the doctors know 

that the blindness which is again 
Coming on Will be permanent. She 
has been there but a feW weeks, 
.and she must race with the dark- 
ness untilit overtakes her.

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" Did you ever hear <>r a stamp 
smeller?" asked a stamp dealer the 
older day. " Well, a slump smeller 
is a man who uncovers \>\^ finds of 

rare stamps 

" There are quite a. number of 
these men who make a business of 

unearthing old letters and do- 
cuments, but Ihe most famous of 
them all was George Kennedy, who 
died a short time ago. Kennedy 

had developed to Ihe highest decree 
the faculty of locating slumps and 

enjoyed a wide reputation among 

stamp dealers for his peculiar gift. 
" But. lo tell the truth, if was 

more a matter ol method than any- 
thing else. He made a praotiOC of 

constantly visiting the janitors of 
various buildings and inquiring if 
they had any eld letters or docu- 
ments which they desired lo dispose 

of. Whenever he ran across such 
a case, lie at once reported if lo Ihe 
stamp dealers, and Mien sold the 

infotniaiion to the bigbest bidder. 

" The biggest find ever made by 

Kennedy, arid the one which esta- 
blished his reputation, was thai 
which he uncovered in William 
Stfeel several years ago. lie told a 
local dealer that for $ Kit) he would 
show him a place where he could 
get a great bargain In stamps. The 

dealer agreed tO pay Ihe money. 
" Kennedy a few days before had 

made arrangements with the janitor 

ol an old house in William Street to 

buy a huge beap of old letters that 

the janitor said was taking up valu- 
able loom in the cellar. There was 
fully a freight car load of ihe stufT, 

and many of the letters hadn't been 

touched for years, some of them dat- 
ing back lo Ihe early 'Ills, when 
Stamps were first introduced 

•' When the dealer lirsl saw Ihe 
big pile of letters the Only stamps 
Ilia! mil his eye on Ihe top were Ihe 
common two conl brown and three 

cent green postage stamps of L870, 
and he formed the conclusion that 

be had come across a pile of ordi- 
nary rubbish. But delving into 
Ihe mass, he uncovered some of (he 
8, <i, 10, Fi, Lfi and :ii) cent stamps 
of the L869 issue, which wercairood 
deal more valuable. 

" This encouraged him to keep 
on, and Ihe further down into (he 
pile he went the more valuable did 
his finds become. When he reach 
ed the bottom of tbe hole thai he 
had made in one part of the heap 
he found some of the New York 
local stamps, such as (he live cetil 
black and three cent green, for 0B1

F.ui there was a par- 
ticularly large number of State 
Department stamps, wbtcb ranged

Department stamps They were 
of ihe three cent green issue. 
" After working on the pile for

finally soiled. In one bo\ were

"The cheapesl of Ihe stamps,

" Kennedy could name bis own 
terms afiei this. And it's a peon- 
liar facl (hat he didn't buy stamps 

on his own hook, preferring to turn 
thai part of tin. transaction over to 

the deal' 



to a small town up in Massachusetts 
he could buy for next to nothing a 
number of Ihe rare Frattleboro and 
Now Haven postmasters' and Nova 
Scotia stamps. One specimen of 
these stamps is worth several hun- 
dred dollars. 

" The dealer gave him a couple 
of hundred dollars and sent him 
forth lo see what lie could do. The 
best Kennedy could do was to come 
back with a. big load aboard. But 

he made good for this slampless 
Hip Shortly after by lettiug the 

same dealer in on a real bonanza 

in Philadelphia. 

" In some way Kennedy had in- 
duced ihe proprietor of an old busi- 
ness houseon walnut Street to sell a 

lot of letters which had been stored 
away in the toploft for many years. 
Ileal once wired the New York deal 
er of the find, and the latter left, on 
the next train. 

"The mass of old stuff was 

bought for $100. (n it were many 
specimens ol ihe early Philadelphia 

locals, some of them worlh as much 
as *100 apiece. There were also 
many of the live cent and ten cent 

black Government stamps of 1847. 

" This dealer kept the exact 

nature of his bargain a .secret, and 
is thought to be .siiii gradually 

disposing of .stamps secured at that 
lime. The teal value of the find 
never came to light, but Kennedy 
always said thai it was probably 
worth morb even tban that in Wil- 
liam Street. 

" I had perhaps the lasl transac- 
tion of this kind with him. He 

came to me a monih or so before he 

died and said that he would sell me 
some good information ahou! 
Stamps for $50. He wanted the 
money lirsl, but, I told him I had lo 

he stamps. 

" It seems he had made the ac- 
quaintance ol tin (dd clerk in a Wall 
Street, broker's office who had been 
saving the stamps from the various 
documents which had passed 

through his bands for a great Dum- 
ber of years. Kennedy said some 
of these stamps were hundred and 
thousand dollar revenue stamps 
and I knew if this was so that the 
Information was easily worth the 
fifty. 
" Kennedy Arranged an Interview 

between myself and Ihe clerk, and 
as 1 saw Ihe contents of the big 
envelope in which the clerk carried 
the Stamps I turned over the money 
to Kennedy. After some dicker- 
ing, I finally bought tbe lot for 
It wasn't as much of a bar- 
gain as the Philadelphia find, nor 
even thai of William Street, but it 
netted me a sum that would make 
almost anybody a very comfortable 

income for a year. 

" Kennedy never did anything 

else bid stamp locating for a living, 
and earned a meal deal of money 
which he spent almost as fast as it 
was made There was probably 
not a well known stamp dealer iii 
I Ins nail of the country lo whom he 

had not sold a rare bargain at one 

lime or another."

The mineral is widely distributed, 
the two principal sources of com- 
mercial importance being Italy and 
Canada ; that derived from the 
former country being the most val- 
uable, and being distinguished from 
other varieties by ils brownish tint 
a fact that should be borne in mind 
by intending purchasers when 
manufactures are quoting, al con 
sideial ly reduced rates, goods 
similar in design to those more high- 
ly priced, but composed of an in- 
ferior quality of asbestos, both in 
length and strength of fibre, also 
in chemical purity, surpasses all 
varieties. 

The process in vogue for the manu- 
facture of raw asbestos into the 
vaiiotis articles for which il is now 
employed may be briefly sum- 
marized. Arrived in bails weighing 
From one to two hundredweight, the 

lumps of crude asbestos are put 

through an ingenious crushing 
machine, whose rollers have a paral- 
lel motion in addition to their roll- 
ins action over each other.

Asbestos millboard forms a 
valuable "packing" for engines, 
while its non-conduotinit properties 
render il serviceable in electrical 
work.

for Altering acids and other similar 
uses; for Covering rollers in print 
works where aniline dyes are em- 
ployed, and it is necessary to tesist 
heat and the action of the acids; for 
flooring and wall-felt, more 
especially in timber-built houses; 

as a lubricant for every diss of 
engine, portable fireproof safes, 

lampshades, and a variety of other 
articles, in which the (ire and heat 
rcsisi ing p rope rlics of the substance

Specimens of all the forged notes 
which have been ottered from time 
to time by the unscrupulous «re 
kept, and their value aggregates 
several million pounds, while notes 
brought from the wreck of the 
Eurvdioe, and one taken from the 
Stomach of an enormous codfish 
captured off the ccast of Greenland, 
are among the bank's valued trea 
s ii res. 

There are hundreds of specimens 
of curious coins which have been 
returned to the bunk from all parts 
of the world, or found in the testing 
machine. This machine, by the 
way, tests 35,000 sovereigns a day 
and automatically rejects any which 
have become light. 

The museum library contains all 
the Old ledgers which have been 
used by the hank since it was first 
opened, and they number 70.000, 
while another set of Volumes give* a 
record of every member ot the staff 
who had ever served at the bank. 
There are also A0,000 volumes of all 
kinds for the use of the staff, some 
of which are so tare that the same 
number of sovereigns "would not 
purchase the collection. 

The bank has its own churchyard 
adjoining, and here many ot the 
officials have in former times been 
buried. In one corner is the grave 
of a clerk who stood eight feet two 
inches in his socks.

To know just where our common 
fruits and vegetables came from 
originally is a source of some in- 
As almost everyone knows, 
America gave to the world the po- 
tato, pineapple, Indian corn and the 
chocolate tree. There scorns to be 
some doubt about the sweet potato. 
Though it appears to have origin- 
ated it tropical America, it is credit- 
ed by some to the Bast Indies.
